The BoRtnn Herald thi§ week liail a short 
article aa follow*:

He is, more than any public man In this 
(Mate, a inan of the people, and this fact is 
shown In more way* than one. tVe hap¬ 
pen to know thoroughly the whole history 
of his first election as representative from 
* The town which he honored, and we do 
not hesitate to give It; for his record ran 
A stand any and all criticism. 

In 1872 he received from the Democratic 
party in Hingham a nomination as Iteprv- 
sentaflve from that town, lie did not di¬ 
rectly accept Uiat nomination; but In a 
card which he published at the time, he 
stated, that if Ills fellow citizens should 
Choose him to represent I'.n in he should be 
pleased to accept, but sliuuld act independ¬ 
ently as to politics. 

Looked upon as the Democratic candi¬ 
date in a town strongly Republican, lie 
was defeated, many of bis most intimate 
friends! who knew his real worth, voting 
against hlin, os it was Piesidentlal year 
and party lines were strictly drawn. Ill 
1874 all parties in Hingham had become 
-so well satisfied that he was their ablest 
man that there was a general uprising In 
his favor, and, os it was known that the 
man who should receive the nomination of 
the Republican party would liu elected, 
voters of both parties turned out ru masse 
to the Republican Caucus, lie was none 
inated by what may be said to have been 
a popular vote, some old democrats, who 
never saw the Inside of a Republican Cau¬ 
cus before, demanding tbe privilege of vot¬ 
ing for him as a candidate. 

He was elected, not by the Republicann 
of lllnghnnt but by thu people of Uinghuni, 
and he look his seat for the first time in 
the Legislature in January, 1875. 

Speaker Sanford at once recognized his 
talents and gave him a leading position; 
and wheu, on one or two occasions that he 
was obliged to absent himself he placed 
John D. Long ill thu Speaker's chair, old 
members of the House recognized the com¬ 
ing Speaker. 

Returned from Hingham the next year, 
he was elected Speaker. Returned from 
Hingham another year he was, by votes of 
Democrats and Republicans, uiiuiiimoiisfg 
elected Speaker. 

Such a uiun belongs to the people and 
not to a party, if the Democrats brought 
him forward, that party may well feel 
proud that they first discovered his worth. 
If the Republicans were forced to adopt 
him, they may be proud that he held him¬ 
self independent of party. 

Long ago we predicted that he would be 
Governor of our State, and we heartily en¬ 
dorse what the Rockland Standard of lost 
week said:

*' Nothing Ilk* Leather.” 

In these modern days, when so many 
ingenious economies are applied to every 
branch of manufacturing interests, the 
casting away and burying and burning of 
leather chips by the old time boot and 
shoemakers, appears much like ext ravagant 
waste of material, especially when we con¬ 
sider the proAta derived from the recovery 
of the dressings used in the original prepa¬ 
ration of the skins. 

An interesting exhibit of this compara¬ 
tively new Industry is found in the render¬ 
ing works of Messrs. Eddau F. Cooper dr 
Co., which are located just over the Hing¬ 
ham bonier of East Weymouth, and from 
a n»cent visit to tbe works we are enabled 
to collate a few of the leading features of 
the business. 

First in order is the collection of the 
leather scraps, which am obtained from 
the factories in this and other New Eng¬ 
land States, the collections from the more 
distant points Mug forwarded by rail or 
sea, while a large double team wagon is 
constantly employed in gathering up the 
fragments in the more immediate vicinity. 
The scraps being received at the works, 
(which comprise four buildings, lilted with 
apparatus specially adapted to the busi¬ 
ness,) aIhiiiI a ton of the material is placed 
in a large tank, into which steam is inject¬ 
ed by n pipe leading from the boiler, and 
in a brief period tlm oil is thoroughly 
ejected from the leather, and floats on the 
surface, from whence it is scooped and 
barreled. The oil is then placed in another 
large tank, holding (50 barrels, and Mug 
mixed with stearine ami chemical substan¬ 
ces, the formula being a secret witli Mr. 
Cooper, is clarified and burdened by the 
aid of a furnace fire under the tank, until 
it becomes of the right consistency for rc- 
application to leather dressing purposes.— 
A portion of the material received at the 
works is composed of the Ane shavings of 
the currier's knife, termed “whitenings,” 
and these are treated with acids to extract 
the grease. 

The larger part of the product of the 
factory of Messrs. Cooper & Co. is shipped 
to England, France aud Germany, where 
it passes through secret processes which 
convert it into French leather dressing and 
other fancy oils, also cheap caudles, largely 
used by miners. 

In connection with the refinery business 
is a leather bleachery, to which specialty 
three of the buildings are devoted. The 
process of bleaching is carried on under 
Saw in’s patent, (for which the firm paid 
$1000 for a five years’ sole right to use the 
patent in Plymouth and Norfolk counties.) 
and various improvements on the patented 
method have been introduced by Mr. E. F. 
Cooper, bringing it to a high degree of 
perfection. The pieces of leather, which 
are not good enough for vamps, hut can lie 
worked into toppings, etc., an? received 
from the factories aud placed in iron pans, 
pierced witli numerous holes in the bottom, 
which ore set in a tank and naptha {Mured 
over them, a steam injecting pipe keeping 
the naptha to the requisite degree of heat. 
After remaining in the naptha over night, 
the leather is removed to a ear, au<J parsed 
along a railway to the connecting dry- 
house, where it is spread on racks and 
gradually bleaches to a high degree of 
clearness, after which It Is rot urinal to the 
manufacturers. The cost of the bleaching 
process, to the customer, is from 2 to 4 els. 
per lb. for skirtings, and 1 ct. per lb. for 
heeling, etc. 

Another building contains a still for sep¬ 
arating the naptha uud the oil witli which 
it is mingled, thus carrying tin* economies 
of Hie business to a still closer degree of 
saving. 

The bleachery contains a four horse 
power engine, for facilitating the various 
processes, and the refinery boiler has a 
vacuum pumping apparatus which also 
heals the water before it enters the boiler, 
aud saves much hard labor in pumping the 
supply of water required daily. An artifi¬ 
cial pond on the premises is kept constant- ; 
ly filled with water from the stream whieh : 
flows through the grounds, affording a 
plentiful supply of water in case of tire. 

it might be inferred from tills boiling 
and steaming demoralization of leather, 
that the economizing of the material could 
go no farther, but the scraps still serve a 
useful purpose, Mug ground up aud com¬ 
pounded with other substances for fertili¬ 
zing the soil. The scraps, which are hard 
and brittle, are shipped to Baltimore ami 
Philadelphia, where they are worth about 
$d a ton. Even tbe settlings of the tanks 
are utilized, being worked into a compost, 
which is sold for $$ a cord. 

But two and one-half years have elapsed 
since Messrs. Cooper A Co. commenced 
the business which has now assumed such 
extensivg proportions, and the enterprise 
and fair dealing of the firm lias brought 
forth the most gratifying results in adding 
to the variety of our local industries und 
promoting the prosperity of the commu¬ 
nity.

Braihtree Department. 

High School Examination. 

A j»ocoii< 1 examination of candiflatps who 
desiro to gain admission to the High School, 
will Im» held next Tuesday, at the Town 
Hall. More scholars are needed to fill the 
neats in the school-room, and it is hoped 
that a good number will pass a successful 
examination. 


Between 1 2 and 1 o’clock last Saturday 
morning, the shed connecting the dwelling 
of widow Apollos Bandall with the slahlr 
adjoining, corner of iVarl and Washing¬ 
ton streets, South Braintree, was discov¬ 
ered to be on lire, and though an alarm 
was immediately given, the flames «|itickl> 
spread to a quantity of hay in the stable, 
and the latter building was soon destroyed. 
Tito engine “Butcher Boy” was first on 
the ground, being located near by, fol¬ 
lowed by the Hook & Ladder Co., and 
soon after the “Union” of East Braintree, 
and the “Granite” of Quincy, cauie to the 
rescue. By the united efforts of the lire- 
men the dwelling w*u> ouved, thougn con¬ 
siderably damaged in the rear part. The 
thorough drenching which the interior of 
the house received did much injury to the 
contents, and the insurance of $looo on 
the dwelling would not probably cover the 
loss sustained on building ami furniture.— 
Mrs. Humhili has an insurance of $300 on 
the stable, which was occupied by Messrs. 
Boss A French for a shoe manufactory, 
the linu having a large slock of manufac¬ 
tured and unmanufactured goods on hand, 
involving a loss of from $10,000 to $20,000, 
the loss being total, the suddenness of the 
destruction of the building preventing any 
endeavor to save any portion of the goods. 
In the stable were two horses, one being 
valued at $500, three buggies, express wag¬ 
on, harnesses, robes, Ac., all of which were 
burned. A cow quartered in the stable 
was saved. The amount of insurance on 
the stock and machinery of the factory will 
partially cover the loss, the policies being 
issued by the Home, of New York, Pho- 
liix, of Hartford, Boyal, of Liverpool, and 
Gcnnan-Atnericai), of New York. Three 
of the Companies representatives were in 
town on Tuesday, for the purpose of ad¬ 
justing the insurance. Mr. M. L. Tupper, 
who occupied a pari of the house, had his 
furniture considerably damaged by remov¬ 
al. After the excitement had somewhat 
subsided, the occupants of the dwelling 
discovered that two watches and a porte- 
monnaio containing about $lf», were miss¬ 
ing, and it was supposed they had been 
stolen, hut the next day they were found 
in tlie yard, having in the’confusion of the 
occasion been thrown out of the window 
with other articles. 

By this lire a large number of workmen 
were thrown out of employment, but we 
are happy to learn that Messrs. Boss «(■ 
French will immediately commence the 
erection of a suitable building for their 
purpose in that vicinity, the building to be 
two ami one-half stories iu height and 05 
x Ut) iu dimensions. They were crowded 
with orders at the time of the five, and will 
strain every nerve to meet the wants of 
their customers as soon as possible. Par¬ 
ties in town who realize that the lire was a 
serious loss to the business interests of the 
community have extended to tin; firm the 
mosL generous sympathy and oilers of pe¬ 
cuniary assistance iu reestablishing their 
business, if such assistance should be 
needed. 

Tluiyi-r Academy. 

The opening of this Institution has been 
fixed for the 12th of .September. We have 
not learned whether or not there are to be 
any formal proceedings, suited to the oc¬ 
casion, bul we think there ought to be. 
It is quite au important institution, as it 
will undoubtedly prove to be iu the future 
history of the town, in conferring substan¬ 
tial educational benefits, and iu promoting 
a higher status iu the character of our 
Grammar Schools. A beautiful building 
lias been erected, and is now ready to be 
occupied. It lias eost $00,000, a goodly 
sum, but it is a building which iu regard 
to the style of its architecture, the inter¬ 
nal arrangements, and the elaborate char¬ 
acter of the workmanship, which is exhib¬ 
ited throughout, would do honor to any 
city in the country. There are about 
twenty acres of laud iu connection with 
the institution, and it is besides liberally 
endowed with a permanent fund of $200,- 
000, the gilt of General Si. Thayer, the in¬ 
terest of which is to be devoted to the 
support of tlie Institution, the responsibil¬ 
ity ot the management of the institution 
being intrusted to seven trustees. The 
various branches of study lor the that year 
will be under the charge of Professor 1. 13. 
bewail, of Bowdolu College, Mr. C, A. 
l’ilkin, of Newport, K. 1., and Miss Anule 
13. Thompsou, of boulli Boston. Mr. J. B. 
Chick, a young man from New Hampshire, 
has charge of the building and grounds—a 
very pleasant young man, us we huve had 
reason to know. The grading of the 
grounds iu irout of the building, about 
three acres, has been entrusted to Mr. B. 
13. Carter, ol Lwrett, Muss., the umount 
of whose estimate is *2,200. Mr. Curler 
hus twenty-five men uml twelve horses 
busy at w ork, uud he thinks that by the 
20th of September he will huve completed 
hi* contract, lie said tliut he did not 
want us to give him u ••pull" till then, 
and- we promised not to. The superin¬ 
tending of this important piece of work 
has fortunately been entrusted by the 
trustees to Hubert 1). llobart, Ksq., Civil 
Engineer, a Braintree boy. The wall on 
Washington street, iu which is tlie clilet 
efitlunce, is of hammered giunite, with a 
moulded capstone, ami this is entrusted to 
Mr. .*101111, ol Boston, ami Aicotl A bolts, 
of Quincy, and the wall on the south-east- 
era line, a substantial one, to Mr. Henry 
Hobart, of hast Braiutree, who with oth 
ers, uie employed by lire trustees by the 
il.i\. Mai.

A Celebrated shipbuilder. 

Daniel Briggs, of Weymouth, was the 
most famous ship-builder of his time in 
the United States. Mr. Joseph Blake, a 
Boston merchant who resided in Milton, 
caiuu to Weymouth and induced him to go 
to Milton aud build a vessel fur him, 
which was launched Oct. 2ff, 1780. He al¬ 
so built a large vessel for Kbenezer Wales, 
of Dorchester, which he launched Sept. :k>, 
1788. About this time, Samuel Shaw, of 
Boston, contracted witii Kli lluyden, of 
Braintree, to build a large ship, it being 
stipulated in the contract that Daniel 
Briggs should he the master builder. The 
ship, named the “Massachusetts,” was 
launched at Germantown, (then Braintree, 
now Quincy,) Sept. 21, 17811. At her 
launching crowds of people came from all 
parts of New England, and the ship was 
the wonder of the time. She was sent to 
the East Indies, where she was sold to the 
East Indian Company. Before site sailed, 
Moll Pitcher, of Lynn, the fortune teller, 
predicted that site would be lost, with all 
on hoard, ami it was witii much Uitiieuliy 
that a crew could be shipped to go in her- 
She, however, reached Canton iu safety, 
and there, and wherever she went, was 
called the handsomest ship in port. 

After this Mr. Briggs returned to Mil- 
ton aud commenced ship building as a 
regular business, at the foot of Milton 
Hill, on Neponset River, where he con¬ 
tinued building lirst class vessels for many 
years. About 18J0, Mr. Briggs then living 
on Milton Hill, nearly opposite Capt. 
Forbes, being quite old and his house 
standing in a bleak place in winter, 
thought lie would build a high board fence 
around his premises on the north and east 
sides, to keep off the east wind. He went 
down to the wharf of Mr. Joseph Porter, 
then keeping a lumber wharf at Milton 
Mills, to get bis boards, and as they stood 
on the bourd pile lie pointed across to his 
old shipyard aud said, "1 have built more 
tliaii sixty vessels on those stocks.” He 
died hut about a week after, having caught 
a violent cold while building his fence.

MIME IIKMII Kl'KS IW NrilllAsM A. 

To thoroughly understand the nature 
of the country north nf the Mississippi 
River, one must hear in mind that near¬ 
ly the whole country between the Mis¬ 
sissippi mid Hie Ris ky Mountain* is a 
rolling plateau hundreds of miles in 
width, which rises from an elevation of 
one thonsnnd feet above the sea. at the 
eastern boundary, to 57tX) feet at the 
base of the mountains. The I’nion 
Pacific Railroad in Nebraska passes 
through what is unquestionably t lie 
richest ns well ns the most beautiful 
and healthy bottom anil menilow land 
In the world, while the creeks and riv¬ 
ers in the central pnrts of the State are 
lined with unbroken groves of cotton¬ 
wood, walnut, ninpie, mulberry, etc. 

At tlio distance of 150 miles from 
Omaha we approach what may be 
termed the western limit of agriculture. 
For instance, we leave Omnlm for Sid¬ 
ney, n distance nf nliout 1150 miles.— 
After passing the limits of arable cul¬ 
ture, the afternoon’s ride reveals a 
change; the hufiiiln trails stretch out 
across the limitless levels, in crossing 
and converging lines. There hns been 
nn occasional cry of antelope from the 
train hoy, and we have stretched our 
necks nml strained our eyes iu the tli- 
rcction of pointing lingers, to see a 
shadowy herd moving indistinctly in 
the distance nml then mysteriously dis¬ 
appearing; nml we dash through the 
prairie dog settlements so often that we 
no longer sntilu at their comical antics. 
Nor Inis the half day’s travel been con¬ 
fined to appearances. More than one 
sense perceives the climatic transition. 
The air itself all nlong wonderfully 
transparent, is now curiously crystallite 
and dry, without the sting of humidity. 
Tito breezes leave only the remem¬ 
brance of a caress for those invalids 
who sit upon the ear platform. If the 
train stops, as it often will, nt one of 
those immense water tanks Hint stand 
like so many mountain forts, nml we 
alight on tlie bard, dry soil, to stretch 
our limbs, the solemn stillness of deso¬ 
lation settles upon us; the very atmos¬ 
phere is tuneless, save where it borrows 
a wild moan or two from the telegraph 
wires. The eye in vain endeavors to 
measure (lie parallel undulations of the 
earth as it fades away in successive 
tints into the impalpable hues and grays 
of rite far distance. It is nl least -loo 
miles across this silent, immovable sen, 
and as we glide over its surface, wearied 
with its immensity and yet fascinated 
with its green waves that run past us 
all day, ami scent to How together fur 
behind and swallow up the faint, van¬ 
ishing point of the shining railroad 
track, wc think with pity of those curly 
voyagers trailing across these great 
plains in wli.at lias been so aptly termed 
“the ship of tlie prairie,” watching for 
weary days mid weeks for a glimpse of 
those cool peaks which arc to lift their 
spectral outline out »f the western 
ether. This once familiar object of the 
plains is still seen occasionally crawling 
westward, and we sec its canvas cov¬ 
ered top now and then far ahead, for a 
while, and presently diminishing to a 
gleaming speck and finally no longer 
distinguishable in the distance. To its 
wenry occupants nothing can lie more 
welcome than the moist oasis of tlie 
railroad tanks, or tlie sign looming up 
above tlie horizon ami bearing tlie in¬ 
scription, “ One mile to food and wa¬ 
ter; one mile to railroad station.” 

As for tlie lands in this State, tlie set¬ 
tlements offer the most conclusive evi¬ 
dence of its availability, its fertility and 
its many resources fur all the uses of 
man. Rut in order to understand the 
marked change that takes place after 
passing the present arable limit, and 
in reaching what is at present part of 
the great plains, and to do away with 
the greatest bugaboo of the east, it 
must bo borne in mind that the appa¬ 
rent sterility of these plains is not a 
tiling to count upon, nor aru these iso¬ 
lated patches of alkali such a dreadful 
affair as they are represented, and ns 
they doubtless prove to be west of the 
main range of the Koekys, and even 
further south iu the State of Nebraska. 
In the first place, the aridity of tlie cli¬ 
mate in the western part of this State, 
as lias been proved by a similar result 
further east, will" lie modified, if not al¬ 
together prevented, by tillage and tree 
planting. As for alkali, it only needs 
the rainfall to distribute it, and as it 
contains all the salts and phosphates 
which elsewhere are dumped upon the 
laml at heavy expense, its presence in 
limited quantities is an evidence of 
mineral richness. I have seen com 
and potatoes, also oats, growing on 
this alkali ground, and they yielded 
abundantly all because it was owned by 
a determined mail, who distributed the 
alkali with wind-mill pumps and wa¬ 
ter. In a word, ail that the great 
plains need to redeem them, (if the 
conversion of the finest grazing into 
farms can be called redemption,) is the 
plough. 

Now, with tills State for nn opening, 
why can't something be done by east¬ 
ern men, AVlint is wanted out here, 
is men of brain, muscle and capital.— 
Capital is very much needed, iu order 
to sturt well. Hut you say there na¬ 
no markets, or facilities for reaching 
market*. Let us sec. The U. P. It. 
li. will take freight east and west; St. 
Joe & Denver, soutli and southeast.— 
Now some one says, where are the 
markets west? AVoll, the Hluck Hills 
region and Colorado. A great deal 
has been said about Colorado being tlie 
"Garden of the Gisls.” Mo are Ne¬ 
braska and Kansas the garden of man. 
Colorado depends on her mines and 
stock for a living. They must have 
something tike grain, Hour. Ac.; Kan¬ 
sas and Nebraska must furnish them, 
and if men of hack hone mid capital 
will come out, ami try their hand at it, 
they will come out at tlie “big end of 
the horn.” The lands of tlie eastern 
stales are too valuable, and the cost of 
producing food mid shelter too great, to 
offer serious competition to stock-rais¬ 
ing on the plains. 

Here is a grand opening for the 
stockman, wool-grower, and dairyman, 
to follow their chosen business, with 
comparatively little labor and tlie cer- 
tuinty of realizing immense profits. 

Then, let every man witli plenty of [ 
work iu him uud small capital, gome 
west; there is money iu it. Don’t 
back out iu 'i months.

Till: |-||AtltlWs' MOStMEXT. 

Tlo colossal statue of l’aith upon the 
national monument to tlie Pilgrims, 
stands on an octagon pedestal 42 feet 
high, and the height of the statue is 
in feet. It stands with one foot upon 
a rock, the leg a little advanced, facing 
toward the harbor, her head having n 
slight inclination downward, the fare 
having a very majestic and pleasant ex¬ 
pression. One arm is nt her side, hold¬ 
ing an open Hihle, the other uplifted 
witli the index finger pointing upward. 
From her shoulder depends a mantle 
hanging in graceful folds. In its size 
and finish it is clnimcd to ho the finest 
piece of granite stntunry in the world. 
Tlie following are some nf the dimen¬ 
sions of the great figure: The nrm 
above the elbow nml just below the 
short sleeve measures (I feet 10 inches; 
around below the elbow, fi feet 21nchcs: 
the wrist is four feet in circumference: 
from the shoulder to the elbow is 10 
feet 1 1-2 inches, and from the elbow 
to tlie tip of tlie index finger 0 feet 0 
inches; the head around the forehead 
measures 13 feet 7 Inches, and from 
below tlie chin over tin- top of tlie bend 
It feet 5 inches. There remain now 
only the four sitting figures to go upon 
tlie buttresses, representing Morality, 
Law, Education nml Freedom, to com¬ 
plete it. 

WHY THEY OFTEN FAIL. 

Young men often fail to get on in 
this world because they neglect small 
opportunities. Not being faithful in 
little tilings, they are not promoted to 
the charge of greater tilings. A young 
mail who gets a subordinate situation 
sometimes thinks it is not necessary for 
him to give it much attention. He 
w ill wait till he gets a place of responsi¬ 
bility, and then he will show people 
what lie can do. This is a very great 
mistake. AVhatcvcr his situation may

AVith this habit, a person of 
only ordinary abilities would outstrip 
one of greater talents who is in the 
habit of slighting subordinate matters.

The other afternoon a frog catcher 
from tlie city came across two hoot 
blacks in camp on tlie river iinnk.— 
Their tent was composed of old coffee 
sacks sewed together, and was just 
large enough to keep tlie sun off a 
spot three feet square. The lads were 
boiling potatoes in an old wash dish 
anil frying a very thin fish on a piece 
of sheet iron. They had an oyster 
can to drink out of, and a bed made 
of weeds. 

“AVhat are we doin’ here?” indig¬ 
nantly replied one of the lads when 
questioned. “Why, we is out on our 
summer trip, and having the huffiest 
time in tlie world. Tlie eocoatmt is all 
gone and the crackers eaten up, but 
we’ve got fish and tnters left, ami you 
kin tell the hoys in town that wo shan't 
come hack tiff we’ve recuperated right 
up to a hundred and fifty pounds apiece. 
AVe ain't on theSaratogy lay, we hnint, 
hut we are after real old solid comfort.” 

HOODLUMS. 

That a large and increasing danger¬ 
ous class docs exist in San Francis¬ 
co is generally conceded, though tlie 
numbers of the really vicious are great¬ 
ly exaggerated. The local slang name 
of Hoodlum, which is generally under¬ 
stood to mean a man or lad who is ut¬ 
terly vile and depraved, who is ready 
for any outrage, murder, rape and ar¬ 
son iueluded—and that gangs of such 
men do exist here there is, unhappily, 
abundant proof in tlie frequent reports 
of diabolical outrage upon peaceable 
citizens, male and female—is too often 
applied to every idle and needy youth 
who lends it purposeless existence.— 
Depending upon transient and precari¬ 
ous jobs for his scanty subsistence, lie 
naturally associates with lads as idle as 
himself, ami too often tlie gang are 
ready for any mischief that may offer a 
little excitement for tlie passing liotir. 
It does not follow that they are ail rea¬ 
dy to join in the commission of crime 
or serious outrage upon quiet and de¬ 
cent passers by, or upon property.— 
They are pests, but not necessarily 
criminals. Their associations and oc¬ 
cupations are not likely, however, to de¬ 
velop the better virtues of manhood, 
and there is the danger of their drift¬ 
ing into crime for tlie sheer want of 
honest occupation.

til MAH FROM DEADWOOD. 

A mho front Deadwood City, the 
great metropolis of the Black Hills, 
passed through hero the other day. lie 
. has just quit driving the overland stage 
to Ikeadwood, which ) lace he emphnt 
ically pronounces to he the most din 
bolicnl town on earth and beyond ques¬ 
tion the wickedest spot tills side of the 
infernal region. The man from Dead- 
wood is 'one of those quaint, original 
characters that arc essentially Ameri¬ 
can and only found in all tlieir uncoil 
ventionality in the great West. After 
you have conversed with him live min¬ 
utes you will llnd him to he a shrewd 
observing sort of a man, quick nnd keen 
as a razor, witli a dry humor and a pe¬ 
culiarly expressive vocabulary. Lately 
he lias been roughing it in the West, 
and has more recently as ryt overland 
stage driver, experienced life in Dead- 
wood City, the new mining town in the 
Black Hills that lias already earned the 
reputation of being the most depraved 
community under the sun. Between 
exiiectomtious of tobacco juice were the 
auswers to my questions given by the 
man from Dcudwood, whose manner of 
speech had a peculiar drawl tiiat wii 
very odd and amusing. 

“Is Deadwood as rough and lawless 
a place as we are told by the Western 
newspapers?” 

“Worse. I dont know what the pa¬ 
pers say of it, but I know its worse’ll 
any language can tell. There's no law 
an’ no Sunday. Every man’s his own 
court, an’ his revolver his lawyer, judge, 
jury, and executioner—especially exe¬ 
cutioner. An' the gnmhliu’ an’ driuk- 
in’and tightiu’ goes on all the time, 
day an’ night. You wouldn't know 
when .Sunday comes around if you 
didn’t put it down iu a book. 

“Murders? Oil, yes, there’s plenty 
o’ them, hut they don’t call ’em that. 
At least three a day on average some 
fellow gets the worst of an argyment 
and is laid out. It’s putty dull in town 
them days when somebody don’t get 
killed. An’ they do have the queerest 
coroner’s inquests I ever see. Why, a 
jury sot on a corpse there not long ago, 
an’ liccrd the evydence mi’ found tiiat 
Bill Jones come to his death by callin' 
rcd-headecl Marks a liar! Marks arrest¬ 
ed? Not much. They daren’t. An 
another sot on a poor fellow who had a 
difference of opinion witli n notorious 
rough character, an' although seven of 
the jurymen saw the shootin’ an’ the 
man what did it, and notwithstnndiu’ 
the fellow' went around boastin’ of it, 
this jury brought in a verdict of mur¬ 
der by some person to us unknown 1 
interestin’ wasn't it? 

Any man willin’ to work kin git five 
or six dollars a day in gold. Workin’ 
in the mines brings six dollars n day in 
dust reg’lcr. Some of ’em gits six dol¬ 
lars a day and found—found dead in the 
mornin’i” 

He uttered this ghastly witticism in a 
toue even more solemn than usual. He 
seemed utterly unconscious how exquis¬ 
itely funny it was, and when 1 laughed 
he looked at me with an injured expres¬ 
sion.

I was well 
paid. I got a hundred dollars a month 
in dust. I have been drivin’ the stage 
between Custer City an’ Deadwood. 1 
have stuck ut it for the past six mouths, 
but now I’ve stopped.” 

He paused, but there hud beeu such 
a singular emphasis on his last word 
that I felt sure tiiat there was some¬ 
thing of iuterest to come, so I prompt¬ 
ly asked him why lie stopped driving. 
“Well," said he quietly uud indifferent¬ 
ly, “I’d a beeu dead iu u lew hours ef 
I hudu’t.” 

Something iu his manner told me 
that he did not care to continue the sub¬ 
ject any further, so I dropped it. 


There are but few plaees in the 
world where ill the coureo of one brief 
day so ninrh of the nether side of hu¬ 
manity, so much of the grim and path¬ 
etic, the grotesque and ghastly, may lie 
seen as under the high open porch of 
the building at the foot of tho Twenty- 
sixth street. East HI ver, lielonglng to 
the Department of Charities ahd Cor- 
rcetion. Through tho wide portal of 
this unpretending structure pass daily 
to the city’s institutions on the islands 
in the river quite n host Of wrecked 
nnd disordered lives, abandoned drunk¬ 
ards, dissolute women, thieves, tramps, 
vagabonds and paupers, raving niani- 
nes, hopeless epileptics nnd a count¬ 
less number of other members of the 
dark and gloomy fraternity of crime 
ami wretchedness. 

To sit on the bench underneath the 
high archway and watch the crowds ns 
they come and go gives curious and 
abundant food for study. A policeman 
stands in the middle of the pnssngewny 
to keep order, and an official of the De¬ 
partment of Chnritics and Correction 
stands near him, close to a narrow 
wooden walk, along which visitors pass 
one by one nnd show him their tickets, 
or, having none, pay thirty cents apiece 
and get admitted. What n varied 
crowd this is that presses forward 
through the entrance! Here is a wom¬ 
an, bent with the weight of years aud 
clothed in faded and threadbare black, 
wlio wants to see a loved blit erring 
daughter before slic dies. The light of 
glndness lias long since left her eye, 
hut witli the maternal instinct strong 
upon her, albeit hope and joy are fled, 
site will once more, and perhaps for 
the last time, embrace her who, per¬ 
haps, was tlie pride and solace of her 
heart, though now degraded to a prison 
cell. Here nre two frail young girls, 
between the ages of eleven anil thir¬ 
teen. ill cheap block calico dresses, with 
pinched faces, speaking of poverty and 
sorrow. They want to see their father 
who lias now been on the Island nine 
months. He was their chief support, 
lint tlieir mother struggled still to keep 
body ami soul together, lint she was 
unequal to the burden, and a bed of 
sickness ami of deatli received her. 
Her little daughters go as hearers of 
the mournful news to the father in 
prison, nnd what thoughts may be his 
it is needless to imagine. Here is a 
woman in a tattered bonnet, with deep 
traces of suffering on her face. Two 
boys, her only support, have been on 
the island over six months, aud she 
has sold all that she possessed to keep 
herself from starving. She has n little 
faded reticule in her hand, and in that, 
no doubt, she carries some small token 
of a mother’s love. Here is an old

The Methodist Camp (irounil at Sea 
Cliff is kept free from secular associa¬ 
tions tiiat would become objeetiotml to 
the Trustees, and they have recently 
had much difficulty with the hotel keep¬ 
er owing to Itis violation of the rules of 
the Association. In April last, Mr. 
E. liieord, who came to the trustees of 
tlie “Sea Cliff Grove and Methodist 
Camp Ground Association” highly rcc- 
umeuded as a successful hotel keeper itt 
Buffalo and Chicago, obtained a lease 
if tlie hotel. Tho trustees hud been so 
much worried with the responsibility of 
managing the hotel that they thought it 
would lie well to get the concern off 
their hands altogether. The under¬ 
standing was that Mr. liieord should 
eouduet the hotel iu aecrordanee with 
the rules of the association. Mr. Bic¬ 
ord, however, had uo sooner obtained 
possession of tlie hotel when he fur¬ 
nished a billiard table and placed it iu 
a room. A colored man was engaged 
to act as attendant iu the billiard saloon. 
Billiards proved a great attraction for 
mauy of the pocplc of Sea Cliff, and 
tlie noise of tlie playing was heard al¬ 
most continuously. 

Another source of annoyance to the 
trustees wus tlie introduction of curd 
parties iu the hotel. One of the Meth¬ 
odist clergymen, while walking on the 
piazza, peeped in at the windows of tlie 
parlor and saw Mr. liieord aud a party 
of his guests engaged with cards. It 
was an exciting game, aud the clergy¬ 
man, it is said, was tempted to tarty ut 
tlie window and see who won. Not¬ 
withstanding the protests of the trustees, 
card playing was engaged iu almost ev¬ 
ery evening. 

The straw that broke the camel’* buck 
was tlie begjuniug by Mr. Bicoid of a 
series of dances or imps. It was an¬ 
nounced by Mr. Bicord tliul the hops 
would occur iu tlie large parlors of the 
hotel every Saturday evening, A 
combined brass uud striug band was en¬ 
gaged, aud the guests of the hotel uud 
tile residents of Sea Cliff, Oyster Bay, 
Glen Cove, uud eveu New York and 
llrookliu, were iuvited. Mr. A. D. 
Cornwell, Superintcmleut of tlie Sea 
Cliff assoeiutiou, told Mr. Bicord that 
violations of the letter uml spirit of tin- 
rules of tlie association bad gone so fur 
tiiat they could be no longer permitted. 
Tlie association desired immediate pos- 
iou of tlie hotel, uud the next day 
Mr. liieord decided to give up the lease 
and Mr. A. 1). ( ornwcll, wlicu applied 
lo lor information said: “Although the 
rules of tlie association prohibit danc¬ 
ing, still wc would penult danciug in 
tlie hotel if the party was only the 
guests of the hotel. Wliut we most de¬ 
cidedly object to is the turning tlie ho¬ 
tel parlors into assembly rooms, ami 
tlirowiug tlie doors open to u prejniscu- 
ous multitude. The people tiiat Mr. 
liieord gathered at the hops were re¬ 


in the marble district of Vermont, 
of which But land is the centre, over 
$10,(100,000 are invented directly ami 
indirectly in marble quarrying. For¬ 
merly the only machinery necessary 
for quarrying purposes was tlie rude 
derrick with the old windlass, turned 
by horse, mule, or ox, and not unfre- 
quently by tlie bauds who were cnllcd 
upon (o leave tlieir drills to wind up 
tlie windlass iu hoisting from tlie pits 
or quarries the lingo blocks, to be sawed 
into slabs and building-stone suitable 
for the market. Now this is all changed. 
The latest invention and improvement 
iu quarrying is tlie substitution of a 
machine whidi cuts the channels by a 
diamond. Tlie invention was made 
over ten years ago, but it was a number 
of years before it was so perfected that 
it superseded all other appliance. The 
principle was old as far as cutting into 
wood with a hit of auger, but it bail 
never before been applied for drilling 
stone. Channels nre used tlie same os pre¬ 
viously, but instead of being hammered 
into tlie roek by band or steam power a 
succession of holes are drilled cutting 
into tlie other, so tiiat a continuous 
channel is made as deep as may be re¬ 
quired. These holes are cut by long 
slender rods armed with a head, as it 
is called, iu wltieii seven or more dia¬ 
monds are set something after the 
manner of inserting precious stones 
in jewelry. The mechanism of tlie 
machine is very ingenious.

‘•THE 1'lIOsCHATES." 

Charleston is located iu the centre of 
a geological basin of twenty miles diam¬ 
eter which eon tains tlie bones of 
enough animals to stock the present 
world, llow they cnniu here is not 
known even to scientists, A facetious 
lawyer gave us good an account of 
tlieir origin us can be given, when lie 
said: “Noah’s ark was built iu Charles¬ 
ton, and all tlie animals of tlie world 
having come hither to embark, aud be¬ 
ing disappointed iu obtaining a passage, 
were drowned on tlie spot by the rising 
flood.” 

These bones are found iu tlie post 
pleioccue beds of tho tertiary forma¬ 
tion, some six or ten feet below tlie sur¬ 
face of file land, and along the beds of 
tlie rivers. They are easily dug witli 
ordinary tools upon tlie laud, and from 
tlie rivers by dredge boats built for tlie 
purpose, or by tlie commou oyster 
tongs. With tlie latter a good hand 
can easily dig a ton a day; but) to 1,UU0 
tous per acre may be dug ou laud. 

These phosphates were kuuwu mauy 
years ago, but their practical value for 
fertilizing purposes was not ascertained 
until since the late wur. They were 
then subjected to scientific tests by 
Prof. F. S. Holmes uud Dr. N. A. 
I’ratt, and about (Jo per eeut. of pltos- 
plane of lime was obtained from them. 
These gentlemen immediately orga¬ 
nized a company to dig and sell the 
phosphates. This brought them iuto 
notice, aud soon hundreds of thous¬ 
ands of dollars were invested iu the 
business. At the lower edge of the 
phosphate basin stands Mono Inlet, 
aud from that part uloue duo,nun ton* 
are supposed to have been shipped last 
year.
